from the straining of individual credit, 
which, in Tny opinion, has been re- 
sponsible in a large degree for tha 
prevalent unsatisfactory conditions in 
business afiairs. 


"Many people have been living be- 


yond their means, and since the panic 
of 1S93 especially individual credit 
has been extended far beyond its nor- 
mal limits, as a result the th« whole 
line of credit has been disturbed and 
the slow undermining of tke founda- 
tion has gradually weakened and final- 
ly destroyed many of our noble insti- 
tutions of trade and commerce. We 
have been passing through an era of 
extravagance that has been more pro- 
nounced than perhaps at any period of 
our history. The credit structure has 
•been reared upon faith and superstition 
rather than upon tangible property and 
financial strength."

SCORES SRiTISH JAIL SYSTEM. 


hild i"ri*oi»er» Art- TreatrU With Atro- 
ciou. Cruelty— l»»t Hour* In a Dark 
Cell — Warden IiUmi**c<l For Fording £ 
Starving Boy— A Stem Arraignment. 


Whatever may be the truth in regard 


o the persona! morals of Oscar Wilde, 
who was released frcua prison on May 
9 after serving two years for-» heiaous 
rime, he has done a service to human- 
ly by •writing a remarkable letter about 
ie almost fiendish cruelty of the Eag- 
ish prison system in the :treatmeut of 
child prisoners, 


A warden named Martin, who was 
ployed at the Beading jail, where 


Viide was confined, -was dismissed re- 
"cntly lor giving two or three biscuits 
.o a starving child in one of the cells. 


The whole convict system of England 


s too barbarous for belief in a civilized 
country aud age, bnt when it is applied 
a a child of ] 1 years, as in this case, it 
is inhuman. In the course of his long 
,ett«r Mr. Wilde says: 


"I saw three children (referring to 
ie Monday previous to his release) who 


just been convicted. They were 


standing in a row in the prison dress. 
They were all small. The youngest, to 
whom the warden gave the biscuits, was 


tiny little chap, and it was evident 


that the prison officials were unable to 
find clothes small enough to fit him. 


"The present treatment of children is 


terrible. Children can understand pun- 
ishment inflicted by an individual; 
what they cannot -understand is punish- 
ment by society. A child ^s taken from 
its parents by people whom it has never 
seen, and, finding itself in a lonely eel: 
and ordered to be punished by the rep- 
resentative of a system that it canuoi 
understand, becomes a prey to the firs! 
and most prominent emotion producer 
by modern prison life — the emotion o! 
terror. 


"The terror of a child in prison is 


limitless. I remember as I was going to 
exercise seeing in a dimly, lit cell oppo 
site my own a small boy. Two warders 
were talking to him with some stern 
ness. The child's face was like a white 
•wedge. There was sheer terror in it 
and in the eyes was the terror of i 
hunted animal. The nest morning '. 
heard him at breakfast time crying and 
calling to be let out. The cry was for 
his parents. From time to time conic 
be -heard the deep voice of a warder 
telling him to be quiet, and yet be had 
not even been .convicted of whatever 
little offense with which he was charged 
He was simply on remand. 


"This terror that seizes and dorn 


inates the child, as the grown man, ii 
also intensified beyond power cjf expres 
sion by the solitary cell system. Ever; 
child is confined in a cell for US houri 
out of the 34. This is the appalling 
thing. To shut a child in a dimly Ii 
cell for 28 hours a day is an example o 
cruelty and of stupidity. 


"Inhuman treatment of a child is al 


ways inhuman by whomsoever inflict 
ed, bnt inhuman treatment by society 
is to a child more' terrible, because n 
appeal to the parent can be made to le 
out -the child from the dark room, l 
warder cannot. Most warders are font 
of children, but the system prohibit 
the, rendering of the child any assist 
ance. Should they do so, as Martin did 
they are dismissed. 


"The second thing from which 


child suffers in prison is hunger. Th 
food consists of a piece of usually badlj 
baked prison bread and a tin of wate 
for breakfast At noon he gets a dinue 
composed of a tin of coarse Indian mea 
stirabout and at half past 5 a piece o 
dry bread and a tin of water for sup 
per. This diet in the case of a stron 
man always produces illness, chiefl 
diarrhea. In fact, in a big prison as 
tringent medicines are served regular 
ly as a matter of course. A child, as 
rule, is incapable of eating the food. j. 
child who has been crying all day an 
perhaps half the night in a lonely eel 
and who is preyed upon by terror sim 
ply cannot eat food of this coarse, hoi 
rible kind. 


''In the case of the little toy 


whom Martin gave the biscuits, th 
child was crying from hunger. He wa 
utterly unable to eat the bread and wa 
tsr served for his "breakfast. Marti 
went out after breakfast nod bought 
few biscuits for the child rather tha 
see him starving. It was a beautifn 
action and was EO recognized by th 
child, who, utterly unconscious of th 
regulation of the prison board, told on 
of the senior wardens how kind th 
junior warden had been to him, Th 
result was n. report and Martin's dis 
missal." — New York Sun.

A. Hobinson of 'the agricultural de- 
pa-rtnient issued the following cereal 
crop report, Mr. Hyde, the new statis- 
tician, not taking charge until after 
this report: 


Th« report of June 1, consolidated 


from the returns of township, county 
and state correspondents of the depart- 
mental agriculture makes ithe acreage 
of winter wheat at present growing af- 
ter allowance for abandonments 94.6 
per cent of the area harvested last 
year, or 89.9 jper cent of the area sown 
in the fall of 1896. This in round num- 
bers Is 21,562,000 acres. 


The .percentages of winter wheat 


acreages upon the basis indicated of 
th« principal winter wheat acreages 
upon the basis indicated • of the prin- 
cipal -winter wheat states are as fol- 
lows: Ohio, 97;'Michigan, 99; Indiana, 
9t; Illinois, 51;. .Missouri. 90; Kansas! 
87; California, 105. 


•The condition of winter wheat has 


fallen since report of May 1, being 78.5 
per cent: against 8Q.2 on that date, a 
decline of 1.7 points. The condition on 
June 1 last year was 77.9. 


Fruit throughout central and west- 


ern Europe has been considerably in- 
jured by frosts. 


Wheat growth is generally "retarded 


by the 'backward season, and in Spain, 
Italy and 'Hungary its quality is de- 


riatfed by persistent rains.

INTERESTING REMINISCENCES OF AN 


OLD SOLDIER.

Mass., spendiug die last days of a juo- 
meatco* and dramatic life, honored by 
all who know him, is John Henry Beard, 
one cf th« few sarvivors of the battle of 
-»—i, , 
tkbGA«wu> 
Thin man, wearing tha century mark 


in life, i.s still in possession of all his 
'acuities and is looking forward with 


ch pleasure to June 31, when he 


will be the special guest of the Eng- 
lishmen of the commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts at the celebration of the anni- 


sary of th» coronation of Qneeu Vic- 


toria. 


"Once an Englishman, always an 


Englishman," is his idea, tra£ he has 
nothing t>uc the kindliest feelings for 
the country of his adoption. Still ho 
takes great interest in the happenings 
on the other side of the ocean and daily 
reads the cable dispatches and com- 
ments on the changes that have taken 
place since he shouldered a musket and 
narehed from Brussels to take part in 
the battle of Waterloo. 


Having taken part in this battle, fight- 


ing on the side of the victors,, is of itself 
a great distinction, but being among 
the last surv ivors of this battle, in 
w*hich over 250,000 men took part, is 
\o. have honor thrust upon him, JVlr. 
B«ard thinks. 
- 


That the Englishmen of Massachusetts 


admire the man who fought with Wel- 
lington is evidenced by the fact that he 
•will bejwesent at the anniversary cere- 
monies and be the guest of honor. Not 
only this, tut a monster petition is be- 
ing prepared, which will be presented 
to the queen, asking her to grant a dis- 
charge to this former soldier of Great 
Britain. 
. 
. 


After an honorable service in the 


army he left without leave, and, al- 
though this was 80 years ago. he desires 
a discharge, and Embassador Paunce- 
fote, the representative of England at 
"Washington, has taken gnch an interest 
La the old gentleman that there remains 
but little doubt in his mind that an 
honorable discharge will be granted 
him. 


Few men. have lived a more dramatic 


life than Mr. Beard, and he delights in 
telling to the younger generation of the 
exciting times when Napoleon was 
ipreading 
consternation 
throughout 


Europe and England was almost at bis 
mercy. -His. ancestors for several cen- 
turies had been in the .army, and his 
father was colonel of the Sixty-sixth 
English regiment, stationed at London, 
when young Beard was born. He visit- 
ed London in 1840 and even, then found 
it impossible to discover exactly where 
the old fort was located. 


On Nov. 35, 1800, he was born, and 


for 15 years he lived with the soldiers, 
saw them drill and was taught military 
usage and drills. 
- 


At the ,age of 15 he joined the regi- 


ment commanded by his father, and a 
few days after he had celebrated his 
birthday he was a regular soldier iu the 
aervice of England and a member of the 
Sixty-sixth regiment. 
" While the regiment remained in 


England," Mr. Beard said, "the1 rl 
craits were given the hardest kind ol 
tasks. I remember that the first day ] 
enlisted I was detailed on the guard. 
J 


had seen so many military evolations 
and been, drilled so hard that I was pro- 
ficient in that branch, but when it came 
to walking up and down all nigh,t I re- 
member I grew vory-tired. I had an 
idea that my fatHfer would be watching 
me, and, sure enough, in the early 
morning I saw a man approach. He was 
coming noiselessly, and I thought that 
something was wrong. I halted him 
and it proved to be the colonel of the 
.regiment, my father. He had come out 
to try me and found that I -was doing 
my duty. That pleased him greatly, bn 
he did not show it 
He only-said that 


'he was glad I was doing my duty as a 
soldier, and that I was no longer a boy 
but was a man." 


It was shortly after this that the 


regiment was ordered to the continen- 
to form partof the allied armies agains 
Napoleon. Young Beard accompanied 
his father's commands. On the march 
e» through France and Belgian: up to 
the time the regiment came near Bros 
sels there was nothing of incident. 


For four daya before the battle o: 


Waterloo he says that his regimen 
marched back end forth from one place 
to another and were almost always 
vathjn hearing distance of the French 
guns. They were not palled upon to en- 
ter the conflict until the decisive day, 
when orders came early in the morning 
to march to the front, 
young Bearc 


was in the front ranks of hia father's 
command and remembers, as if it were 
yesterday, tha squares formed by the 
English soldiers where the French cav 
airy "foamed itself away." 


Beard was wounded three times in 


tho hip, being struck by two bullets a 
nearly the same instant and being hi 
again as he lay wounded on tho ground 
He waa carried to the rear, and there 
smvf NapOiBOTi MB tlit; l»ttcil WaS GU in 
retreat toward f aria. 


Shortly after the battle of Waterloo 


young Beard's regiment was ordered tc 
Quebec*-and be accompanied it there 
It was soon after he reached tho age o 
21 that he secured a leave of absence fo 
• few days, (uttennibly to enjoy hunting 
in the woods. He had heard stories o 
the fabulous wealth to be secured in 
the ' 'States" and resolved that his ox 
perience in the army xhould cease 
With this intention he left Canada nm 
walked to Richmond, Me., where h 
married and has since resided, escop 
when in Lynn with his daughter. 


Ha is now 97 years old and hopes to 


live ont tlja century.—Boston Herald.

What is notable about this table is 


hat in all these cities'the want of em- 
Joynsent \v-js believed to be the cause 
of distress in as many cases as sickness, 
nteniperance and shiftlessness com- 
jined. This, too, it must be remcni- 
>ered, was among the families which 
applied to public charities for aid. 
Among those which have been aided by 
the Trades unions and by their own rel- 
atives the proportion of those whose 
need was due to the want of regular 
work was doubtless much larger. One 
abor uuiou- iu this city paid "out of 
work benefit" to over 1,000 families 
during the greater part of the recent 
winter. 


It is true that in many of the cases 


where want of employment has been the 
chief cause of need intemperance or 
shiftlessuess has been a contributing 
cause to the want of employment When 
work is slack in any business, it is as a 
rule the less efficient employees who 
are laid off. These are likely to be the 
utemperate and the shiftless. But dur- 
ing the last three years, in which entire 
factories have been shut down for weeks 
and mouths at a time, the unemployed 
have not been confined to the inefficient 
classes. The last report of the Pennsyl- 
vania bureau of labor statistics brings 
out strikingly the situation in 
that 


state. The returns giving the number of 
employees and the aggregate wages iu 
412 establishments since 1892 are pre- 
sented in tabular form:

In other words, though the average 


wages of the hands while employed had 
faDeu but 13 per cent since 1892, the 
average number of men who were get- 
ting any wages at all had fallen 24 per 
cent. These establishments were doubt- 
less in industries which have suffered 
exceptionally during the present depres- 
sion, but no one who loots into indus- 
trial conditions can question that the 
wage earners in the cities have been 
Buffering as keenly from the want of 
employment as farmers have been suf- 
fering from the ruinous fall in prices. 
While, then, it should not be disguisec 
that intemperance and shiftlessness are 
perhaps the most fruitful sources of in- 
dividual distress, it must also be recog- 
nized that the industrial system is sc 
far out of joint that thousands of men 
able and willing ~to work are living iu 
enforced idleness.—Outlook For June.

Clearing House For Immigrants. 


The treasury department has under 


consideration a scheme which if adopt 
ed will result in placing the control o: 
immigration in the hands of private 
parties. 


In brief, the scheme contemplates the 


leasing of a portion of Ellis island to 
one of 'several companies which shal. 
erect a clearing house there. This clear- 
ing house is to be used to distribute im- 
migrants all over the United States. 
The immigrants are first to be inspected 
in accordance with the law, and then, 
if they so desire, they are to be sent to 
the clearing house. There is fear that 
their desires will cut little figure so far 
as the immigration inspectors are con- 
cerned and that all will go to the 
clearing house. Thus something like a 
monopoly iu immigration is likely to 
result. 


The plan recommended by the inves- 


tigating committee provides that a per- 
manent exhibition hall be erected on 
tho unoccupied space ou Ellis island, 
with maps, charts, photographs, print- 
ed descriptions, sample products auc 
records of the demand for particula: 
kinds of labor in particular localities foi 
the guidance of immigrants. The build 
ing, tho committee thought, should be 
erected by private enterprise, and in re- 
turn the company should be granted for 
a term of possibly ten yoars the ex- 
clusive privilege of letting offices to 
state boards o£ immigration and such 
private companies as are eligible.

delayed, yet the increased size and ex- 
cellence of the fruit more than compen- 
sate for the brief delay in ripening, ac- 
cording to a writer in The Farm and 
Fireside who says: 


Presnmiug, tbeu, that a fire foot split 


stake has been firmly set at each plant 
and the tomato vine IIKS already been 
tied to the stake with common twine, u 
daily lookout itinst be kept for the suck- 
ers which put out from the niaiut stalk 
and retard the proper development of 
the tomato plant. The sprouts, or auxil- 
iary suckers, \vhicli push out. from the 
base of the upper side of each of the 
side branches must be resolutely pinched 
off, or broken off if the pinching bus 
been delayed too long. If this is dono 
and tlio vines have been tied to the 
stakes with not less than three strings, 
as the growth has been continuous, the 
vine when in bearing will appear as 
shown in Fig. 1.

branch or stora is allowed to grow from 
near the ground, the result will be as 
shown in Fig. 3. By keeping all super- 
fluous growth pinched back this will 
grow nearly or quite as large as tbo 
main stalk, simply forming u fork. 
Both stalks are to be tied to a single 
stake, nnlegs it is deemed desirable to 
let the side branches spread out upon 
the ground, where they will continue to 
grow and ripeu fruit after tho staked 
vines have ceased bearing. These will 
continue ro bear fruit until after the 
first killing frost. On tho approach of 
frost it has become customary by many 
truckers to pnll up tho vines and spread 
them in a well sheltered place and cover 
them with litttr, so as to allow the 
ripening process to go on.

mid cool their bkxxl, and they will do 
well on artichokes along with a littlo 
corn. Nothing is better for hogs follow- 
ing ST'fCrs than the run of Hie artichoke 
patch for a couple of hours each evening, 
and, for yonug growing hogs or sows 
eitlic-r to farrow soon or sueklSng pigs 
they arfc simply the "(.•tuff." 


As to variety, I grow both kinds, ihe 


Rwl Jerusalem aud the Improved Mam- 
moth White French. The former ma- 
tures a little earlier, but don't grow as 
fast or rank as White French, and hence 
not as easy to keep clean when young 
and small, nor do they yield nearly as 
well. They ar* both perfectly hardy and 
keep well in reasonably dry ground over 
winter. I plant in April or May as soon 
as the ground works fairly well. Plant 
in a long narrow strip beside the hog 
pasture and fence. Then, when yon want 
to turn in your hogs, hate a few panels 
of: portable fence and run a cross so your 
hogs can have a few at a time. If you 
turn them into the whole field at once, 
they will root out more than they will 
eat, :uid waste them. 


When well rooted over, enlarge the lot, 


and so keep on till the ground freezes 
solid or you wish to shut out your hogs. 
I usually mow the tops then. What I 
want to dig I plow out with the corn 
plow and pick up. What you want to 
store for winter, bury in pits. They dry 
up ami shrivel very fast when exposed 
to the air. Dig no more than you want 
to use iu cold weather, as they keep 
perfectly in the ground over winter. 
Freezing rather improves their flavor. 
Cows and horses relish them very much. 
They are crisp and Sweet, some liko a 
first class Swede turnip. 


As to yield, reports vary from 500 to 


1,300 bushels per acre, but I think from 
30 years' experience you may be satis 
fied with COO or 800 per acre. 


Tho second year you must wait till 


they come up, then with your com 
plow cultivate and leave a row about 
every four feet. Tbe hogs will always 
leave seed enough in the ground. If 
shut off about April I, you don't have 
to replant. If for any reason you should 
want to destroy your patch, just let 
your hogs run in all summer or plow 
thoroughly a couple of times during 
June and July, and yon will have no 
trouble in eradicating them. 


Best Time to Sow Millet. 


Millet is a hot weather plant, and 


grows very fast iu a fine, warm, moist 
soil. It may be sown at any time from 
June 1 to July In. It will mature in 
about 60 days under favorable circum- 
stances. June 15 to 25 is perhaps the 
beat time to sow. The ground should be 
made very fine with barrow and roller. 
From a peck to half a bushel and even 
three pecks of seed per acre are sown. 
If the seed is good, a half bushel per 
acre is a very liberal amount, more 
tium I usually sow, my role being about 
12 quarts. Tho seed is fine and should 
be evenly distributed, and lightly cov- 
ered over once with a smoothing har- 
row it will usually be sufficiently cov- 
ered. A Prairie Farmer correspondent 
and writer of the foregoing says: 


Millet should be cut for hay just as it 


begins to head. Under no circumstances 
should it be allowed to stand until the 
heads and seed have matured. It is 
then much more woody aud indigesti- 
ble. The seeds, being wholly indigesti- 
ble, may cause serious trouble aud even 
death. In making millet hay I allow it 
to lie in swath one day. then rake aud 
cock up in fair sized piles and allow it 
to sweat for three or four days, when it 
is again opened to the air on a pleasant 
day before being stacked.

on Teachers and Salaries. 


VERY FEW CHANGES MADE 


la tlic Corps at Teacher*—The N&UUM of 


ThoM> Klected. to What flaee A»-

Salarle* Allowed. 


The school board met in extra ses- 


sion last night with every member 
present, to allow salaries for last 
month, and to elect teachers for the 
coming year. 


The salaries of the teachers and 


principal* were allowed. 


The folio wing report, signed by two 


members of the committee on teach- 
ers and salaries, Messrs. F. L. Bates 
and A. 3. Morris, was read: 


"We, yonr committee on teachers 


and salaries, have found that in the 
salaries heretofore paid the various 
principals a great Inequality existed, 
and as a remedy for such injustice an 
attempt has been made at equaliza- 
tion. This has been done in such a 
manner as will not change, material- 
ly, the expenses of the board. In or- 
der that you may more fully under- 
stand how we have arrived at our 
conclusions In regard to the salaries 
now named we will state that we 
have not deviated from the grade 
salaries allowed and recommended by 
the preceding board. Having found 
that the salary allowed for the extra 
work of the principals was not equally 
adjusted we gave our attention to 
this matter. We recommend that 
each principal be allowed the sum of 
two dollars and seventy-five cents 
^12.75) per room per month, in addi- 
tion to their grade salaries. The fol- 
lowing corrections have been made 
on this basis. Therefore, we, your 
committee, recommend the following 
principals at the salaries set opposite 
their names: Prof. S. Steffens, East 
building, 1152.75 per month; Prof. L. 
H.|Rogers, West building, 199; Miss 
Mary Gore, south Elizabeth street 
building, »72; Miss Emma. Sayre, 
south Pine street building, 77: Miss 
Etta Boysell, Grand avenue building, 
167; Miss Olara Reed, Reese avenue 
buildlnsr, 158.75; Miss Flora Bower, 
north Jefferson street building, (47.50; 
Miss Helen Y. Caldwell, west Spring 
street building, 161.50: Miss Bessie 
Morris, Shawnee building, $45.50." 


Majority report on principals was 


signed by Messrs. Bates and Morris. 
Mrs. Vlcary presented the minority 
report, recommending that all the 
principals be retained at salaries of
